Explanation 


Words and figures enclosed in brackets [ ] are given for information, but do 
not appear on the title pages of the publications cataloged. When place and 
printer are not given, it is to be understood that the publication is printed at 
the United States Government Printing Office, Washington, D.C. When size is 
not given octavo is to be understood. Size of maps is measured from outer edge 
of border, excluding margin. The date, including day, month, and year, given 
with Senate and House documents and reports are the dates on which they 
were ordered to be printed. Usually the printing promptly follows the order- 
ing, but various causes sometimes make delays. 

The L. C. card number appended to some of the entries is for those libraries 
ordering printed cards from the Library of Congress. The number at the ex- 
treme right of an entry indicates the classification of the publication in the 
Office of the Superintendent of Documents.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., is authorized by law to 
sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent to 
book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will ad- 
here to the public sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter. 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent. 


PRICE LISTS 


A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning which information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter. 


WEEKLY <zIST 


In addition to the Price lists, the Documents Office issues a Weekly List of 
Selected United States Government Publications for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents. Each list is arranged alphabetically by subjects, with annota- 
tions and prices, and may be obtained free upon application to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. 

HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superin- 
tendent of Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dag- 
ger (1) indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, 
or division issuing the document. A double dagger ({) indicates that the 
document is printed for official use. Whenever additional information con- 
cerning the method of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be found 
under the name of the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, 
é. g.. H. doc. 230, 73-2. 

Do not use the L. C. card number in ordering a publication. 


HOW TO REMIT 


Remittances for the documents marked with a star (*) should be made to the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., by coupons, postal money 
order, express order, or check. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. For- 
eign remittances should be made either by international money order or draft 


_on an American bank. 
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Postage stamps, foreign money, defaced or smooth coins, will not be accepted. 

For the convenience of the general public, coupons that are good until 
used in exchange for Government publications sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents may be purchased from his Office in sets of 20 for $1. 
Address order to Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. 

No charge is made for postage on documents forwarded to points in United 
States, Alaska, Guam, Hawaii, Philippine Islands, Puerto Rico, Samoa, or to 
Canada, Cuba, or Mexico. To other countries the regular rate of postage is 
charged, and remittances must cover such postage. In computing foreign 
postage, add one-third of the price of the publication. 


TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of 
the Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number 
by such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange- 
ment of public documents advocated in the Checklist of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909. In using this number as a classification number in a 
library, it should be noted that the shilling mark (/) is used to separate what 
would ordinarily be a superior number or letter (the numbers or letters imme- 
diately following the line) from the main classification number, it not being 
practicable to print these numbers and letters as superiors in the Monthly 
Catalog, e. g., the number A 1.23/a: So 96/4 listed in the Monthly Catalog would 
be A 1.23": So 96‘ in a library. 


LIBRARY OF CONGRESS CARDS 


Numbers to be used in ordering the printed catalog cards of the Library 
of Congress are appended to entries for the more important publications. These 


are given at the left, with “L. C. card” prefixed. Do not confuse with the - 


Documents Office classification number given at the right. Orders for these 
ecards, remittances in payment for them, and requests for information about 
them should be addressed to the Librarian of Congress, not to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. 


MONTHLY CATALOG DISTRIBUTION 


The Monthly Catalog is sent to public libraries free on application. Sub- 
scription price to individuals, $1.00 a year, including index; foreign subscription 
$1.60 a year. Back numbers cannot be supplied. Notify the Superintendent 
of Documents of any change of address. 


INDEX 


An Index to the Monthly Catalog will be issued later, and can be bound with 
the numbers as an index to the volume. Persons desiring to bind the catalog 
should be careful to retain the numbers received monthly, as duplicate copies 
cannot be supplied.

NEW GOVERNMENT AGENCIES 


The Textile Labor Relations Board, established by the President’s Executive 
Order 6858, September 26, 1934, in connection with the Department of Labor, will 
investigate, hold hearings, make findings of fact, and take appropriate action 
in any case in which it is alleged that there has been discrimination in taking 
men back to work after the textile strike. 

Executive Order 6877, dated October 16, 1934, created a Wool Textile Work 
Assignment Board, the members to be appointed by the Textile Labor Rela- 
tions Board. It is charged with the responsibility of administering the section 
of the code of fair competition for the wool textile industry relating to speed- 
ing up of work in the said industry. Executive Order 6878, also signed by the 
President on October 16, 1934, promulgates rules and regulations for the above- 
mentioned Board as well as for-the Cotton and Silk Textile Work Assignment 
Boards, stipulating that the Textile Labor Relations Board shall provide funds 
for, and maintain administrative supervision over, the several Textile Work 
Assignment Boards. 

By Executive Order 6868 of October 9, 1934, the President designated certain 
officials as the Alley Dwelling Authority, to carry out the provisions of the 
District of Columbia alley dwelling act, approved June 12, 1934. The officials 
so designated are the chairman of the Board of Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia, the executive officer of the National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, and the director of housing of the Federal Emergency Adminis- 
tration of Public Works. 


NAVY DEPARTMENT HISTORICAL MANUSORIPTS 


At the instance of President Roosevelt and under recent authorization of 
Congress, the early historical manuscripts in the archives of the Navy Depart- 
ment, supplemented from many other sources, are to be printed and sold to 
the public at cost by the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing 
Office. Under the law no free distribution can be made. 

It is expected that ultimately the series will comprise a large number of 
volumes of documentary source material authoritatively recording many aspects 
of our early naval history which have heretofore been but imperfectly known. 
The first volume is now well along in preparation and should be in the hands 
of the printer within a few weeks. It will carry a foreword by President 
Roosevelt and will deal with the opening naval operations during our quasi-war 
with France, from 1798 to 1801, in which were employed the first naval vessels 
constructed or purchased after the establishment of the Federal Government 
under the Constitution. 

At this period the senior officer of the Navy was Commodore John Barry, 
and next in rank were Commodores Samuel Nicholson, Silas Talbot, Richard 
Dale, and Thomas Truxtun. Many of the more junior officers serving in the 
war later became very distinguished. Among these were Tingey, Preble, Hull, 
Rodgers, Decatur, Bainbridge, Porter, Stewart, Perry, Morris, Shaw, and 


Sterrett. 
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The early frigates actively employed during the 3 years of conflict included 
the Constellation, Constitution, United States, Philadelphia, President, Chesa- 
peake, and Esser, among 54 vessels of the regular Navy and Revenue Marine. 
In addition several hundred American armed merchant ships took an important 
part in the war. More than 80 French armed ships were captured. 

Libraries desiring to order copies of the first volume of these historical 
manuscripts are requested to notify the Superintendent of Documents, as such 
advance information will be of great value in determining the number of 
copies to print, upon which must depend the unit cost. It is expected that 
the sales price of each volume will be between $3 and $6, depending upon the 
number printed, for a volume of about 600 pages on durable paper, handsomely 
bound in cloth, and with a copious index. 


HISTORIC AMERICAN BUILDINGS SURVEY 


In regard to the Notes of general interest which appeared in the Monthly 
Catalog for August 1934, p. 92, relating to the drawings of the Historic Amer- 
ican Buildings Survey, it has been assumed by a number of correspondents that 
editions of these drawings have been published by the Government and may be 
had for the asking or for a nominal price. Actually no such publication has 
occurred or is contemplated. The true status is this: the drawings and photo- 
graphic negatives are deposited at the Library of Congress as a permanent 
record for public examination and study. If reproductions are desired the 
Library will see that such are made by approved photographers and delivered 
with the photographer’s bill, but the Library cannot itself furnish prints, and 
does not itself receive or disburse money in the proceeding. The prices cur- 
rently quoted for reproductions are 15 cents apiece for prints from the photo- 
graphic negatives, size 5X7 inches, 10 cents apiece for blue line prints from the 
sheets of measured drawings, size 17 X22 inches, 30 cents for brown line prints, 
same size, 20 cents for photostats reduced one half, size 81% X11 inches.

Remittances should be made pay- 
able to the ‘ Smithsonian Institution.’ A discount of 20 percent is allowed to book dealers.

‘Treaties are also published in the compilation Treaties and other international 
acts of the United States of America, which contains literal copies of the documents, 
followed by notes of a textual and procedural character. Indexes to the Press releases 
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are supplied semiannually, as of December 31 and June 30. The Department of State 
includes in the Press release series, each quarter, a complete list of its publications for 
the preceding quarter. 

The list below frequently includes certain relevant publications issued by other 
agencies of the Government under requisition of the Department of State and certain 
relevant congressional documents. 

Under the practice of the State Department prior to the inauguration of the Execu- 
tive agreement series (nos.

PUBLIC WORKS OF ART PROJECT 


Note.—The Public Works of Art Project was organized on Dec. 8, 1933, as a Federal 
project by a grant from Mr. Harry L. Hopkins, Civil Works Administrator, to the 
Treasury Department. The organization in the Treasury was under the direction of 
Mr. L. W. Robert, jr., Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. The objective of the Project 
was to give artists employment at craftsmen’s wages in the embellishment of public 
property with works of art. 

In order to carry out the Project an administrative organization was set up in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and the country divided into 16 regions, each in charge of a regional com- 
mittee, who in turn appointed subcommittees throughout the territory aSsigned to them. 
These committees took charge of the selection and employment of the artists and the 
general supervision of their work. Men and women interested in the fine arts throughout 
the United States volunteered for service on these committees. 

Artists were selected on the basis of their qualifications as artists and their need of 
employment. The subject matter assigned to them was the American scene in all its 
phases. Within this scope the artists were | gh the utmost freedom of expression. 
They have created works of art, consisting of murals, sculptures, oil paintings, water 
colors, etchings, lithographs, drawings, and products of various crafts. The Project was 
discontinued Apr. 28, 1934. The works of art produced are the property of the Govern- 
ment and are being placed in public buildings and parks throughout the country for 
their embellishment.
